over, and with improved facilities for 
reducing rebellious ores its output will, 
ere many years ellipse, reach the pro- 
portions of '76 and '77. The yield of 
the State for the past year was about 
S8.000.000, of which the Comstock pro- 
duced as much as it did in the previous 
yoar. The outside districts have also 
held their own remarkably well.

The 
advancement of the agricultural and 
stock-raising interest has been very 
marked during the past year, and from 
every county in the Stata there is an 
increasing demand for land that wiil an- 
swer fos farming, pasturage and graz- 
ing purposes.

their legitimate profession, In the pres-

dently expected. Indeed they have 
seen ridiculed from one end of the 
Country to the other. They have been 
called "mugwumps" and "dudes," and 
lave been the recipient of other de-

The 
reason 
for 
this 


ireatment has not been on account of 
any lack of respect that is entertained 
for these gentlemen or their various ac- 
complishments, but it arises from the 
indisputable faet that such gentlemen, 
from the very nature of their studies 
and habits have no practical knowledge 
of the stirring affairs that are transpir- 
ing in the outer world. Their knowl- 
edge of political and economical qu es- 
tions is purely theoretical. If a fact 
were, presented to their notice, that was 
contrary to the teachings of their booka, 
they would doubt their own senses and 
place their abiding faith in the authori- 
ties. They have no contact with the 
great world around them. The attri- 
tion by which the every day man gains 
useful knowledge is outside of their ex- 
perience and beyond their understand- 
ing. Their ideas come from a digestion 
of the thoughts of others. They have 
no sympathy with the toiling masses 
but believe that this world will never 
be perfect, until the management of 
governmental affairs is entruatad en- 
tirely to an aristocracy of college incul-

While these gentlemen are eminently 
respectable, learned in their various 
callings, and no doubt honest, their 
ideas on the ever changing practical 
questions of the day, political, commer- 
cial and social,' are utterly worthless 
Conditions and circumstances change 
with such rapidity that the book writer 
cannot keep pace with the march of 
events, and without his text books the 
average college professor is lost.

A Man Drowned— County and Coart 


News. 


, July 15th, 1884. 


ED. JotrnNAi: — As a subscriber of 


yonr paper I drop you the following 
lines in regard to the death of James 
F. Brown, an old resident of Churchill 
Co. ; also a few other items from said 
county. On the 26th of June, 1884, 
about 8 o'clock A. M. James P. Brown 
left home looking for horsesi, and while 
attempting to cross the river about half 
a mile above his house on Old rivart 
was drowned. The only witness to the 
unfortunate affair was a young man, 
Daniel Snmers, who saw him ride into 
the river; his attention was attracted 
elsewhere; when he again looked around 
tie saw the horse on the shore and 
James P. Brown a hundred yards down 
;he river; Brown sank and was not 
seen again. 
It is supposed he was 


kicked by the horse, as he was an ex- 
cellent swimmer and has swam the river 
a number of times every day looking 
for stock, as he was extensively en- 
gaged in that business. 
The citizens 


have searched diligently for him, but 
as yet, the body of the unfortunate 
man has not been recovered. 
Mr. 


Brown was a man who was highly re- 
spected by all who knew him, noted for 
tus generosity and integrity, and form- 
erly a Sheriff of this county . Mr. Brown 
leaves a wife and seven small children 
to mourn his loss. The bereaved wife 
has the hearttelt sympathies of the com' 
m unity at large. It seems she cannot 
be reconciled to his sad fate, but insists 
upon the recovery of his body, which is 
considered an impossibility.

J. H. Williams, who was indicted 
by the Grand Jury for branding stock 
belonging to others, was discharged on 
motion of the District Attorney, there 
not being sufficient evidence to convict 
him.

Brandon and J. E. Hiegins was post- 
poned until the December term ol 
Court. 


Dist. Judge D. C. MoKenney took his 


departure on the 9th for Austin, where 
he will hold Court.

The Star, Kelly's paper, prints a 


column report of the doings o' the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the Irish-Ameri- 
can Republican League under the head 
of "Irish 'Boom for Blaiue." A. L. 
Morrison of New Mexico presided. The 
meeting was held with closed doors. 
The plan of the campaign was arranged 
and an addressed prepared, which the 
Star says is directed to the Irish through- 
out the country. It is strongly partisan 
and appeals broadly, sometimes illogi- 
cally, to the well-known prejudices of 
the Irish. It begins by stating that un- 
der the Republican party the nation has 
been wisely governed, and invokes the 
aid of the Irish vote in the coming elec- 
tion. "Our President," it says, "is 
the son of an Irishman; the Commander- 
in-Chief Sheridan is an Irishman; the 
most distinguished living statesman, 
our candidate for the Presidenoy.Blaino, 
is of Irish lineage, and tbe candidate 
for the Vice Presidency, Logan, is the 
son of an Irish rebel of 1798." The 
League proposes to hold a convention 
at Cincinnati in September for affectng 
a closer union and to unite tbe strength 
of the Irish vote for the struggle in No- 
vember.

TheKepubJioansof the United States, 


in national convention assembled, re- 
new their allegiance to the principles 
upon which they iave triumphed in BIX 
successive Presidential elections and 
congratulate the American people on 
the attainment of so many results in 
legislation and administration, by which 
the Eepublioan party has, after saving 
the Union, done so much to render its 
institutions jnat, equal and benafioeut, 
the safeguard of liberty and the em- 
bodiment of the beat thought and high- 
est purposes of our citizens. 
The 


Bepnblipau party has gained its strength 
by a qaiok and fauhfnl response to the 
demands of the people for freedom and 
equality of all men for a united nation, 
assuring the rights of all citizens, for 
the elevation of labor, for an boneat 
currency, for purity in legislation and 
for integrity and accountability in ail 
the departments of the Government, 
and it accepts anew the dnty of leading 
in the work of progress and reform. 


We lament the death of President 


Qarfleld, whose sound statesmanship, 
long- conspicuous in Congress, gave 
promise of a strong and successful ad- 
ministration, a promise fully realized 
during the short period of bis,office its 
President of the United States. His 
distinguished success in war and peace 
haa endeared him to the hearts of the 
American people. In the administra- 
tion of President Arthur we reoogutae 
A 
wise, 
conservative 
and 
patriotic 


policy, under which the country has 
been blessed with remarkable prosper- 
ity. We believe his eminent services 
are entitled to and will receive the 
hearty approval of every citizen. 


It is the first duty of a good Govern- 


ment to protect the rights aud promote 
the interests of its own people. The 
largest diversity of industry is most 
productive of general prosperity and 
the comfort and independence of the 
people, the taxpayers, without injuring 
the laborer or the great productive in- 
terests of the country. 


We recognize the importance of sheep 


husbandry in the United States, the 
serious depression which it is now ex- 
periencing, and the danger threatening 
its future prosperity, and we therefore 
respect the demands of the representa- 
tives of this important agricultural in- 
terest for the readjustment of the duty 
upon foreign wool, in order that such 
industry shall have full and,adequate 
protection. We therefore demand that 
the imposition of duties on foreign im- 
ports shall be made not for levecue 
only, but that in raising the requisite 
revenue for the Government such du- 
ties shall be so levied as to afford secu- 
rity to our diversified industries and 
protection to the rights and wages o 
the laborer, to the end that active and 
intelligent labor, as well as capital, 
may have its just reward, and the labor- 
ing man his full share in the national 
prosperity. 


Against the so-called economic system 


of the Democratic party, which would 
degrade our labor to the foreign stand- 
ard, we enter our earnest protest. The 
Democratic party has failed completely 
to relieve the people of the burden of 
unnecessary taxation by a wise reduc- 
tion of the surplus. The Republican 
party pledges itself to correct the irreg- 
ularities of the tariff and reduce the 
surplus, not by the vicious and indis- 
criminate process of horizontal redac- 
tion, but by such methods as will 
ralieve the taxpayer without injuring 
the laborer or the great productive in- 
terests of the country. The Republican 
party favors a policy which shall keep 
us from entangling alliances with for- 
eign nations and which gives us the 
right co expect that foreign cations 
shall refrain from meddling in Ameri- 
can affairs. The policy which seeks 
peace can trade with all Powers, but es- 
pecially with those of the Western 
Hemisphere. 


We demand the restoration of our 


navy to its old-time strength and effi- 
ciency, that it may in any sea protect 
the rights of American citizens and 'the 
interests of American commerce, and 
we call upon Congress to remove the 
burdens under which American ship- 
ping has been depressed, so that it may 
again be true that we have a commerce. 


It is the duty of Congress to enact 


such laws aa shall promptly and effect- 
ually suppress the system of polygamy 
within our Territories, and divorce the 
political from the ecclesiastical power 
of the so-called Mormon Church, aod 
that the laws so enacted should be rig- 
idly enforced by the civil authorities, if 
possible, and by the military, if need 
be.The people of the United States, in 
their organized capacity, constitute a 
nation and not a mere confederacy of 
States. The National Government is 
inpreme within the sphere of its na- 
tional duty, but the States have reserved 
rights which should be faithfully main- 
tained. 
We have always recommended the 


best money known to the civilized world, 
and we urge that efforts should be made 
to unite all the commercial nations in 
the establishment of an international 
standard, which shall fix for all the rela- 
tive value of gold and silver coinage. 


The regulations ol commerce with 


foreign nations and between the State*) 
is one of the most important preroga- 
tives of the general Government, and 
the Republican party distinctly an- 
nounces its purpose to support such 
legislation as will fully and efficiently 
carry out the constitutional power of 
Congress over interstate commerce. 


The principle of the public regulation 


of railroad corporations is a wise and 
ulutary one fur the protection of all 
classes of the people, and we favor leg- 
islation that shall prevent unjust dis- 
crimination and excessive charges for 
transportation, and that shall secure to 
the people and the railways alike the 
fair and equal protection of the laws. 


We favor the establishment of a na- 


tional bureau of labor, the enforcement 
ef the eight-boar law, and a wise and 
judicious system of general education 
by adequate appropriationa from the 
national revenue where the same is 
needed. 


We believe that everywhere tbe pro- 


tection accorded to citizens of American 
birth must b« lectured to citizens 'by 
American adoption, and w» favor tbe 


settlement ol national differences by 
international arbitration. 


The Bepnblican party, having its 


birth in a hatted of slave labor and a 
desire that all men may be truly free 
and equal, is unalterably opposed to 
placing our workingmen in competition 
with any form of servile labor, whether 
at borne or abroad. In this spirit we 
denounce the importation of contract 
labor, whether from Europe or Asia, as 
an offense against the spirit of American 
institutions, and we pledge ourselves to 
sustain the present law restricting 
Chinese immigration and to provide 
such further legislation as is necessary 
to carry out its purposes. 


The reform of the civil service aus- 


piciously begun under Republican ad- 
ministration should be completed by the 
further extension of the reform system 
already established by law to all grades 
of the service to which it is applicable. 
The spirit and purpose of the reform 
should be observed in all executive ap- 
pointments and all laws at variance 
with the object of existing reform legis- 
lation should be repealed, to the end 
that the dangers to free institutions 
which lurk in the power of official pat- 
ronage may be wisely and effectively 
avoided. 


The public lands are a heritage of the 


people of the United States and should 
be reserved, as far as possible, for small 
holdings by actual settlers. 
We are op- 


posed to the acquisition of large tracts 
of these lands by corporations or indi- 
viduals, especially where such hold- 
ings are in the hands of nen-reaident 
aliens, and we will endeavor to obtain 
such legislation as will tend to correct 
this avil. Wa demand of Congress the 
speedy forfeiture of all laud grants 
which have lapsed by reason of non- 
compliance with the acts of incorpora- 
tion, in all oases where there has been 
no attempt in good faith to perform the 
conditions of such grants. 


The perpetuity of pur institutions 


rests upon the maintaining of a free 
ballot, honest count and correct returns, 
We denounce the fraud and violence 
practiced by the Democratic party in 
the Southern States, by which the will 
of tbe voter is defeated, as dangerous to 
the preservation of our free institutions, 
and we solemnly arraign the Demo- 
cratic party as being the guilty recipient 
of the fruits of such fraud and violence. 
Wei extend to the Republicans of the 
South, regardless of their former party 
affiliations, our cordial sympathy, and 
pledge to them our most earueat efforts 
to promote the passage of such legisla- 
tion as will secure to every citizen of 
whatever race and color the full and 
complete recognition, possession and 
exercise of hia civil and political rights. 


Appointments by the President to 


offices in the Territories should be 
made from boua fide citizens and resi- 
dents of the Territories wherein they 
are to serve. 


The grateful thanks of the American 


people are due to the Union soldiers 
and sailors of the late war, and the Re- 
publican party stands pledged to provide 
suitable pension for all who were dis- 
abled and for the widows and orphans 
of those who died in the war. The Re- 
publican, party also pledges itself to the 
repeal of the limitation contained in the 
Arrears of Pensions Act of 1879, so that 
all invalid soldiers shall share alike and 
their pensions begin within the date of 
disability or discharge and not with the 
date of tbe application.
